Reasoned statement under Rule 66.2(a)(ii) with regard to novelty, inventive step 
or industrial applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement

D1 and D3 were published after the priority date of the present application, and will not 
be taken into consideration for this written opinion. 

With regard to the requirement for novelty (Article 33(2) of the PCT), the compounds of 
the present application are novel with respect to D2 on account of the phosphonooxy 
group that is always present In the group Z. Article 33(2) of the PCT thus appears to 
have been satisfied. 

With regard to the requirement for Inventive step (Article 33(3) of the PCT), the 
compounds of the present application are described as being useful In the treatment of 
certain proliferative diseases due to their inhibition of Aurora kinases. Document D2 
discloses compounds which inhibit aurora 2 kinase, but It cannot be said with any 
degree of accuracy that the man skilled in the art, faced with the problem of providing 
further novel quinazoline derivatives with the desired qualitative activity would have 
been unambiguously led from D2 to prepare the compounds of the present application. 
Thus, on the assumption that all the compounds falling within the scope of claim 1 
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provide a solution to the problem, Article 33(3) of the PCT could be considered to have 
been satisfied re D2. 

For the assessment of the present claims 18,19 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for 
example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to 
the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a 
known compound for first use In medical treatment and the use of such a compound for 
the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment. 
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
